ROADWAY

The North Carolina Department of Transportation is seeking the services of a Licensed Landscape
Contractor to Install Hardscape Items and Ornamental Landscape Planting. The general scope consists of,
but is not limited to, furnishing labor, traffic control, installing river rock, Zoysia sod and plants such as:
trees, shrubs, native grasses, watering and a double ground pine bark mulch application, existing plant bed
removal, wooded area cleanup, select tree removal, and tree clean-up. Utilizing post and pre-emergence
herbicide application, as well as seeding and mulching. Also the Contractor will complete a monthly
“Establishment Work” regiment which includes, but is not limited to: plant bed repair, ornamental wood
fence repair, fertilization, mowing, line/blade trimming, pesticide and herbicide applications, manual
weeding, litter pick-up, removal of dead, damaged, unhealthy or weak looking plant material and plant
replacement, pruning of native grasses/trees/shrubs and removal and off-site disposal of clipping debris.

Note: Topsoil, River Stone, Select Tree Removal, Seeding and Mulching with Grain Straw, Trees, Shrubs,
Watering and Mulch are estimations.

RIVER ROCK:

Description

The work consists of the hand placement of the river rock to line swales as shown on the plans, detail sheets,
and as directed by the Engineer.

Material
Refer to Division 10.

Item Section
Geotextile for Drainage, Type 2 1056

The natural river rock will range in size from 4”-10”. It shall be tan or brown in color and be native to
western NC or the local region. A representative sample and the source of the stone will be submitted for
the Roadside Environmental Engineer’s approval prior to delivery and placement.

Provide Type 2 geotextile for filtration geotextiles and river rock in accordance with the contract.
Construction

Use filtration geotextiles under river rock when shown in the plans and as directed. Do not leave geotextiles
exposed for more than 7 days before covering with rip rap. Place filtration geotextiles on surfaces free of
obstructions, debris and soft pockets. A 6” layer of river rock will be hand-placed in the existing the swales
as noted on the plans. The stone will be placed at an average depth of 6” in such a manner that it appears to
be natural. The perimeter of the river rock bed will be staked in the field and approved prior to beginning
the installation. Verify all elevations of the existing swale bedsto ensure positive drainage before beginning
construction. If positive drainage is an issue with the current swale, regrade the swale by hand to adjust the
drainage towards the existing stormwater facilities.

Measurement and Payment
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River Rock will be measured and paid for as the number of tons of river rock acceptably hand-placed in
swales. Such price and payment will be full compensation for all work covered by this special provision;
including but not limited to furnishing all labor, materials, and equipment for installation, coordination with
engineers and any other incidentals necessary or required to complete the work.

Geotextile for Drainage will be measured and paid in square yards. Filtration geotextiles will be measured
along the ground surface as the square yards of exposed geotextiles before placing rip rap. No measurement
will be made for overlapping geotextiles.

Page 16-26, Article 1660-8, Measurement and Payment, replace this entire article with the following:

No direct payment will be made for furnishing and applying the seeding and mulching as such work and
materials will be incidental to the work covered by other pay items in this contract.

No direct payment will be made for furnishing and applying the mowing as such work and materials will
be incidental to the work covered by other pay items in this contract.

PLANTING:
(Rev. 12-11-18) 1670

Revise the 2018 Standard Specifications as follows:
Page 16-37, Article 1670-10, Mulch for Planting, prior to the first paragraph, insert the following:

Mulch for all bed plantings and individual plants installed shall be double ground pine bark. The mulch
quantities given on the plans and in this contract proposal are estimated quantities based on the plans.

Prior to the mulching operation, all waste, debris, and litter in the plant bed areas shall be removed and
disposed of in a landfill approved by North Carolina Division of Waste Management. The Contractor will
not be allowed to use NCDOT accounts at the landfills nor be allowed to dispose of the litter/debris in
NCDOT trash containers on any NCDOT property.

It will be the responsibility of the Contractor to request permission from the Engineer or his/her
representative to dump or stockpile mulch at the various work sites. Failure, by the Contractor, to get
permission to dump or stockpile mulch at site(s) will receive a “stop work™ order letter from the Engineer
on this matter.
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After mulching operations have concluded, but before the Contractor moves to other various work site(s),
the Contractor shall perform stockpile site clean-up and restoration. This work includes, but is not limited
to, removal of unused mulch by means of hand raking, or by use of equipment to pick up profuse amount
of mulch; seed and muich with grain straw as specified by the Engineer or his/her representative. Failure
by the Contractor to clean-up and restore mulch stockpile site(s) will result in a “stop work™ order letter
from the Engineer on this matter; no additional time will be granted for this completion of this contract for
“stop work” order delays.

Where the river rock swale falls within a plant bed, place the mulch of the adjacent bed directly against the
face of the edge stones.

Page 16-38, Article 1670-17, Measurement and Payment, Mulch for Planting, replace the last two
sentences with the following:

If the Contractor is supplying and installing mulch delivered to the job site in bulk, at the end of each work
day, the Contractor or Subcontractor shall supply delivery ticket(s) for the quantity of mulch received on
that day. Failure by the Contractor to supply mulch tickets at the end of each work day may delay payment
when invoice is submitted.

Page 16-38, Article 1670-17, Measurement and Payment, revise the last sentence to read as follows:
No payment will be made for plant bed preparation, tillage, staking or guying, fertilization, seeding and

mulching with grain straw operations, or all waste, debris, and litter operations, including waste disposa |
fees, for this work will be incidental to other work in the contract.

The allotments shall
be multiyear allotments and shall be based on estimated revenues and shall be subject to the maximum
contract authority contained in General Statute 143C-6-11(c). Payment for transportation project work
performed pursuant to contract in any fiscal year other than the current fiscal year is subject to
appropriations by the General Assembly. Transportation project contracts shall contain a schedule of
estimated completion progress, and any acceleration of this progress shall be subject to the approval of the
Department of Transportation provided funds are available. The State reserves the right to terminate or
suspend any transportation project contract, and any transportation project contract shall be so terminated
or suspended if funds will not be available for payment of the work to be performed during that fiscal year
pursuant to the contract. In the event of termination of any contract, the contractor shall be given a written
notice of termination at least 60 days before completion of scheduled work for which funds are available.

Tolerances
as applied by the Association of Official Seed Analysts will NOT be allowed for the above noxious weeds
except for Wild Onion and Wild Garlic.

Tolerances established by the Association of Official Seed Analysts will generally be recognized.
However, for the purpose of figuring pure live seed,the found pure seedand found germination percentages
as reported by the North Carolina Department of Agriculture and Consumer Services, Seed Testing
Laboratory will be used. Allowances, as established by the NCDOT, will be recognized for minimum pure
live seed as listed on the following pages.

with regard to any facility located wholly or in part on, over, or under such lands hereby
conveyed [,] [and]* (2) that the NCDOT will use the lands and interests in lands and interests
in lands so conveyed, in compliance with all requirements imposed by or pursuant to Title 49,
Code of Federal Regulations, U.S. Department of Transportation, Subtitle A, Office of the
Secretary, Part 21, Non-discrimination in Federally-assisted programs of the U.S. Department
of Transportation, Effectuation of Title VI of the Civil Rights Act of 1964, and as said
Regulations and Acts may be amended [, and (3) that in the event of breachof any of the above-
mentioned nondiscrimination conditions, the Department will have a right to enter or re-enter

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(i.) In the event facilities are constructed, maintained, or otherwise operated on the
property described in this (deed, license, lease, permit, etc.) for a purpose for which a
U.S. Department of Transportation activity, facility, or program is extended or for
another purpose involving the provision of similar services or benefits, the (grantee,
licensee, lessee, permittee, etc.) will maintain and operate such facilities and services
in compliance with all requirements imposed by the Acts and Regulations (as may be
amended) such that no person on the grounds of race, color, or national origin, will be
excluded from participation in, denied the benefits of, or be otherwise subjected to
discrimination in the use of said facilities.

2. With respectto licenses, leases, permits, etc., in the event of breach of any of the above
Nondiscrimination covenants, the NCDOT will have the right to terminate the (lease,
license, permit, etc.) and to enter, re-enter, and repossess said lands and facilities thereon,
and hold the same as if the (lease, license, permit, etc.) had never been made or issued. *

3. With respect to a deed, in the event of breach of any of the above Nondiscrimination

I. GENERAL

1. Form FHWA-1273 must be physically incorporated in each construction contract funded under Title 23 (excluding emergency contracts solely
intended for debris removal). The contractor (or subcontractor) must insert this form in each subcontract and further require its inclusion in all lower
tier subcontracts (excluding purchase orders, rental agreements and other agreements for supplies or services).

T he applicable requirements of Form FHWA-1273 areincorporated by reference forwork done under any purchase order, rental agreement or
agreement for other services. The prime contractor shall be responsible for compliance by any subcontractor, lower-tier subcontractor or service
provider.

Form FHWA-1273 must be included in all Federal-aid design-build contracts, in all subcontracts and in lower tier subcontracts (excluding
subcontracts for design services, purchase orders, rental agreements and other agreements for supplies or services). The design-builder shall ke
responsible for compliance by any subcontractor, lower-tier subcontractor or service provider.

Contracting agencies may reference Form FHWA-1273 in bid proposal or request for proposal documents, however, the Form
FHWA-1273 must be physically incorporated (not referenced) in all contracts, subcontracts and lower-tier subcontracts (excluding purchase orders,
rentalagreements and other agreements for supplies or services related to a construction contract).

2. Subject to the applicability criterianoted in the following sections, these contract provisions shallapply to all work performed onthe contract by
the contractor's own organization and with the assistance of workers under the contractor's immediate superintendence and to all work performed
on the contract by piecework, station work, or by subcontract.

3. Abreach ofany of thestipulations contained in these Required Contract Provisions may be sufficient grounds for withholding of progress payments,
withholding of final payment, termination of the contract, suspension/ debarment or any other action determined to be appropriate by the contracting
agency and FHWA.

4. Selection of Labor: During the performance of this contract, the contractor shall not use convict labor for any purpose within the limits of
a construction project ona Federal-aid highway unless it is labor performed by convicts who areon parole, supervised release, or probation. The
term Federal-aid highway does not include roadways functionally classified as local roads or rural minor collectors.

Il. NONDISCRIMINATION

The provisions of this section related to 23 CFR Part 230 are applicable to all Federal-aid construction contracts and to all related construction
subcontracts of $10,000 or more. The provisions of 23 CFR Part 230 are not applicable to material supply, engineering, or architectural service contracts.

In addition, the contractor and all subcontractors must comply with the following policies: Executive Order 11246, 41 CFR 60,
29 CFR 1625-1627, Title 23 USC Section 140, the Rehabilitation Act 0f 1973, asamended (29 USC 794), Title VI of the Civil Rights Act of 1964, as
amended, and related regulations including 49 CFR Parts 21,26 and 27; and 23 CFR Parts 200, 230, and 633.

The contractor and all subcontractors must comply with: the requirements of the Equal Opportunity Clause in 41 CFR 60-1.4(b) and, for all
construction contracts exceeding $10,000, the Standard Federal Equal Employment Opportunity Construction Contract Specifications in
41 CFR60-4.3.

Note: The U.S. Department of Labor has exclusive authority to determine compliance with Executive Order 11246 and the policies of the Secretary
of Labor including 41 CFR 60, and 29 CFR 1625-1627. The contracting agency and the FHWA have the authority and the responsibility to ensure
compliance with Title 23 USC Section 140, the Rehabilitation Act of 1973, asamended (29 USC 794), and Title VI of the Civil Rights Act of 1964, as
amended, and related regulations including 49 CFR Parts 21,26 and 27; and 23 CFR Parts 200,230, and 633.

The following provision is adopted from 23 CFR 230, Appendix A, with appropriate revisions to conform to the U.S. Department of
Labor (USDOL) and FHWA requirements.

1. Equal Employment Opportunity: Equal employment opportunity (EEO) requirements not to discriminate and to take affirmative action to assure
equal opportunity as set forth under laws, executive orders, rules, regulations (28 CFR 35, 29 CFR 1630, 29 CFR 1625-1627,
41 CFR 60 and 49 CFR 27) and orders of the Secretary of Labor as modified by the provisions prescribed herein, and imposed purstent to
23 U.S.C. 140 shall constitute the EEO and specific affirmative action standards for the contractor's project activities under this contract.
The provisions of the Americans with Disabilities Act of 1990 (42 U.S.C. 12101 et seq.) set forth under 28 CFR 35 and 29 CFR 1630 are
incorporated by reference in this contract. Inthe execution of this contract, the contractor agrees to comply with the following minimum specific
requirement activities of EEO:
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a. The contractor will work with the contracting agency and the Federal Government to ensure that it has made every good faith effort to provice
equal opportunity with respect to all of its terms and conditions of employment and in their review of activities under the contract.

b. The contractor will accept as its operating policy the following statement:

"It isthepolicy of this Company toassure that applicants are employed, and that employees are treated during employment, without regard to
their race, religion, sex, color, national origin, age or disability. Such action shall include: employment, upgrading, demotion, or transfer;
recruitment or recruitment advertising; layoff or termination; rates of pay or other forms of compensation; and selection for training, including
apprenticeship, pre-apprenticeship, and/or on-the-job training."

2. EEO Officer: The contractor will designateand make known to the contracting officers an EEO Officerwho will havethe responsibility forand
must be capable of effectively administering and promoting an active EEO program and who must be assigned adequate authority and responsibility
to do so.

3. Dissemination of Policy: All members ofthe contractor's staff who are authorized to hire, supervise, promote, and discharge employees, orwho
recommend such action, orwho are substantially involved in such action, will be made fully cognizant of, and will implement, the contractor's EEO
policy and contractual responsibilities to provide EEO ineach grade and classification ofemployment. To ensure that theabove agreement will be
met, the following actions will be taken asa minimum:

a. Periodicmeetings of supervisory and personnel office employees will be conducted before the start of work and then not less often than once
every six months, at which time the contractor's EEO policy and its implementation will be reviewed and explained. The meetings will be
conducted by the EEO Officer.

b. All newsupervisory or personnel office employees will be given a thorough indoctrination by the EEO Officer, covering all major aspects of
the contractor's EEO obligations within thirty days following their reporting for duty with the contractor.

c. All personnel who are engaged in direct recruitment for the project will be instructed by the EEO Officer in the contractor's procedures for
locating and hiring minorities and women.

d. Noticesand pogers setting forth the contractor's EEO policy will be placed in areas readily accessible to employees, applicants for employment
and potential employees.

e. Thecontractor's EEO policy and the procedures to implement such policy will be brought to the attention of employees by means of meetings,
employeehandbooks, or other appropriate means.

4. Recruitment: When advertising for employees, the contractor will include in all advertisements for employees the notation: "An Equal Opportunity
Employer.” All such advertisements will be placed in publications having a large circulation among minorities and women in the areafrom which
the project work force would normally be derived.

a. The contractorwill, unless precluded by a valid bargaining agreement, conduct systematic and direct recruitment through public and private
employee referral sources likely to yield qualified minorities and women. To meet this requirement, the contractor will identify sources of
potential minority group employees, and establish with such identified sources procedures whereby minority and women applicants may ke
referredto the contractor foremployment consideration.

b. Intheeventthecontractorhasa valid bargaining agreement providing for exclusive hiring hall referrals, the contractor is expected to observe
the provisions of that agreement to the extent that the system meets the contractor's compliance with EEO contract provisions. Where
implementation of such an agreement has the effect of discriminating against minorities or women, or obligates the contractor to do the same,
such implementation violates Federal nondiscrimination provisions.

c. The contractor will encourage its present employees to refer minorities and women as applicants for employment. Information and procedures
with regardto referring such applicants will be discussed with employees.

5. Personnel Actions: Wages, working conditions, and employee benefits shall be established and administered, and personnelactions of every type,
including hiring, upgrading, promotion, transfer, demation, layoff, and termination, shall be taken without regard to race, color, religion, sx,
national origin, age or disability. Thefollowing procedures shall be followed:

a. The contractor will conduct periodic inspections of project sites to insure that working conditions and employee facilities do not indicate
discriminatory treatment of project site personnel.

b. The contractor will periodically evaluate the spread of wages paid within each classification to determine any evidence of discriminatory wage
practices.

c. The contractor will periodically review selected personnel actions in depth to determine whether there is evidence of discrimination. Where
evidence is found, the contractor will promptly take corrective action. If the review indicates that the discrimination may extend beyond the
actions reviewed, such corrective action shall include all affected persons.

d. The contractor will promptly investigate all complaints of alleged discrimination made to the contractor in connection with its obligations under
this contract, will attempt to resolve such complaints, and will take appropriate corrective action withina reasonable time. If the investigation
indicates that thediscrimination may affect persons other than the complainant, such correctiveaction shall include such other persons. Upon
completion of each investigation, the contractor will inform every complainant ofall of their avenues of appeal.

6. Trainingand Promaction:

a. The contractor will assist in locating, qualifying, and increasing the skills of minorities and women who are applicants for employment or
current employees. Such efforts should be aimed at developing full journey level status employees in the type of trade or job classification
involved.

b. Consistent with the contractor's work force requirements and as permissible under Federal and State regulations, the contractor shall make full
use of training programs, i.e., apprenticeship, and on-the-job training programs for the geographical areaof contract performance. Inthe event
a special provision for training is provided under this contract, this subparagraph will be superseded as indicated in the special provision. The
contracting agency may reserve training positions for persons who receive welfare assistance in accordance with

23 U.S.C. 140(a).

T he contractor will advise employees and applicants for employment of available training programs and entrance requirements for each.

T he contractor will periodically reviewthetraining and promotion potential of employees who are minorities and women and wi ll encourage

eligible employees toapply for such training and promotion.

oo
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7. Unions: If the contractor relies in whole or in part upon unions as a source of employees, the contractor will use good faith efforts to oltain the
cooperationofsuch unions to increase opportunities for minorities and women. Actions by the contractor, either directly or through a contractor's
association acting as agent, will include the procedures set forth below:

a. The contractor will use good faith efforts to develop, in cooperation with the unions, joint training programs aimed toward qualifying more
minorities and women for membership in the unions and increasing the skills of minorities and women so that they may qualify for higher
paying employment.

b. The contractor will use good faith efforts to incorporate an EEO clause into each union agreement to the end that such union will be contractually
boundto refer applicants without regard to theirrace, color, religion, sex, national origin, age or disability .

c. Thecontractoristoobtaininformation as to the referral practices and policies of the labor union except that to the extent such information is
within the exclusive possession of the labor union and such labor union refuses to fumish such information to the contractor, the contractor
shall so certify tothe contracting agency and shall set forth what efforts have been made to obtain such information.

d. In theevent the union is unable to provide the contractor with a reasonable flow of referrals within the time limit set forth in the collective
bargaining agreement, the contractor will, through independent recruitment efforts, fill the employment vacancies without regard to race, color,
religion, sex, national origin, age or disability; making full efforts to obtain qualified and/or qualifiable minorities and women. The failure ofa
union to provide sufficient referrals (even though it is obligated to provide exclusive referrals under the terms of a collective bargaining
agreement) does not relieve the contractor from the requirements of this paragraph. In the event the union referral practice prevents the
contractor from meeting the obligations pursuant to Executive Order 11246, as amended, and these special provisions, such contractor shall
immediately notify the contracting agency.

8. Reasonable Accommodation for Applicants/Em ployees with Disabilities: The contractor must be familiar withthe requirements for and comply
with the Americans with Disabilities Act and all rules and regulations established there under. Employers must provide reasonable accommodation
in all employment activities unless to do so would cause an undue hardship.

9. Selection of Subcontractors, Procurement of Materials and Leasing of Equipment: The contractor shall not discriminate on the grounds of
race, color, religion, sex, national origin, age or disability in the selection and retention of subcontractors, including procurement of materials and
leases of equipment. The contractor shall take all necessary and reasonable steps to ensure nondiscrimination in the administration of this contract.
a. The contractor shall notify all potential subcontractors and suppliers and lessors of their EEO obligations under this contract.

b. The contractor will use good faith efforts to ensure subcontractor compliance with their EEO abligations.

10. Assuranoe Requiredby 49 CFR 26.13(b):

The requirements 0£49 CFR Part 26 and the State DOT’s U.S. DOT -approved DBE program are incorporated by reference.

b. T he contractor or subcontractor shall not discriminate on the basis of race, color, national origin, or sex in the performance of this contract. The
contractor shall carry out applicable requirements of 49 CFR Part 26 in theaward and administration of DOT -assisted contracts. Failure by the
contractor to carry out these requirements is a material breach of this contract, which may result in the termination of this contract or such other
remedy as the contracting agency deems appropriate.

11. Records and Reports: The contractor shall keep such records as necessary to document compliance with the EEO requirements. Such records shall
be retained for a period of three years following the date of the final payment to the contractor for all contract work and shall be available at
reasonabletimes and places for inspection by authorized representatives of the contracting agency and the FHWA.

a. Therecords kept by the contractor shall document the following:

(1) The numberandwork hours of minority and non-minority group members and women employed in each work classification on the project;

(2) The progress and efforts being made in cooperation with unions, when applicable, to increase employment opportunities for minorities and
women; and

(3) The progress and efforts being made in locating, hiring, training, qualifying, and upgrading minorities and women;

b. The contractors and subcontractors will submit an annual report to the contracting agency each July for the duration of the project, indicating
the number of minority, women, and non-minority group employees currently engaged in each work classification required by the contract
work. T his information is to be reported on Form FHWA-1391. The staffing datashould represent the project work force onboard in all or any
part of the last payroll period preceding the end of July. If on-the-job training is being required by special provision, the contractor will be
requiredto collect and report training data. The employment data should reflect the work force on board during all or any part of the last payroll
period preceding the end of July.

I11. NONSEGREGATED FACILITIES

This provision is applicable to all Federal-aid construction contracts and to all related construction subcontracts of $10,000 or more.

T he contractor must ensure that facilities provided for employees are provided in such a manner that segregation on the basis of race, color, religion,
sex, or national origin cannot result. The contractor may neither require such segregated use by written or oral policies nor tolerate such use by employee
custom. The contractor's obligation extends further to ensure that its employees are not assigned to perform their services at any location, under the
contractor's control, wherethe facilities are segregated. Theterm "facilities" includes waiting rooms, work areas, restaurants and other eating aress, time
clocks, restrooms, washrooms, locker rooms, and other storage or dressing areas, parking lots, drinking fountains, recreation or entertainment areas,
transportation, and housing provided for employees. T he contractor shall provide separate or single-user restrooms and necessary dressing or sleeping
areasto assure privacy between sexes.

IV. DAVIS-BACON ANDRELATED ACTPRO VISIONS

This section is applicable to all Federal-aid construction projects exceeding $2,000 and to all related subcontracts and lower-tier subcontracts
(regardless of subcontract size). The requirements apply to all projects located within the right-of-way of a roadway that is functionally classified as
Federal-aid highway. T his excludes roadways functionally classified as local roads or rural minor collectors, which are exempt. Contracting agencies
may elect to apply these requirements to other projects.

The following provisions are from the U.S. Department of Labor regulations in 29 CFR 5.5 “Contract provisions and related matters” with minor
revisions to conform to the FHWA-1273 format and FHWA program requirements.

1. Minimum wages
a. Alllaborersand mechanics employed or working upon the site of the work, will be paid unconditionally and not less often than once a week,
and without subsequent deduction or rebate on any account (except such payroll deductions as are permitted by regulations issued by the
Secretary of Labor under the Copeland Act (29 CFR part 3)), the full amount of wages and bona fide fringe benefits (or cash equivalents
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thereof) due at time of payment computed at rates not less than those contained in the wage determination of the Secretary of Laborwhich is
attached hereto and made a part hereof, regardless of any contractual relationship which may be alleged to exist between the contractor and
such laborers and mechanics.

Contributions made or costs reasonably anticipated for bonafide fringe benefits under section 1 (b) (2) of the Davis-Bacon Act on behalf of
laborers ormechanics are considered wages paid to such laborers or mechanics, subject to the provisions of paragraph 1.d. of this section; also,
regular contributions made or costs incurred for more than a weekly period (but not less often than quarterly) under plans, funds, or programs
which cover the particular weekly period, are deemed to be constructively made or incurred during such weekly period. Such laborers and
mechanics shall be paid the appropriate wage rate and fringe benefits on the wage determination for the classification of work actually
performed, without regard to skill, except as provided in 29 CFR 5.5(a)(4). Laborers or mechanics performing work in more than one
classification may be compensated atthe rate specified for each classification for the time actually worked therein: Provided, That the employers
payroll records accurately set forth thetime spent in each classification in whichwork is performed. T he wage determination (including any
additional classification and wage rates conformed under paragraph 1.b. of this section) and the Davis-Bacon
poster (WH-1321) shall be posted at all times by the contractor and its subcontractors at the site of thework in a prominent and accessible place
where it can be easily seen by the workers.

b. (1) The contracting officer shall require that any class of laborers or mechanics, including helpers, which is not listed in the wage determination

C.

and which is to be employed under the contract shall be classified in conformance with the wage determination. The contracting officer
shall approvean additional classification and wage rate and fringe benefits therefore only when the following criteriahave been met:
(i) Theworkto be performed by the classification requested is not performed by a classification in the wage determination; and
(ii) The classificationis utilized in the area by the construction industry; and
(iii) T he proposed wage rate, including any bona fide fringe benefits, bears a reasonable relationship to the wage rates contained in the wage
determination.

(2) If the contractor and the laborers and mechanics to be employed in the classification (if known), or their representatives, and the contracting
officer agree on the classification and wage rate (including the amount designated for fringe benefits where appropriate), a report of the
action taken shall be sent by the contracting officer to the Administrator of the Wage and Hour Division, Employment Standards
Administration, U.S. Department of Labor, Washington, DC 20210. The Administrator, or an authorized representative, will approve,
modify, ordisapprove every additional classification action within 30 days of receipt and so advise the contracting officer or will notify
the contracting officer within the 30-day period that additional time is necessary.

(3) Intheevent the contractor, the laborers or mechanics to be enployed in the classification or their representatives, and the contracting officer
do not agree on the proposed classification and wage rate (including the amount designated for fringe benefits, where appropriate), the
contracting officer shall refer the questions, including the views of all interested parties and the recommendation of the contracting officer,
to the Wage and Hour Administrator for determination. The Wage and Hour Administrator, or an authorized representative, will isste a
determination within 30 days of receipt and so advise the contracting officer orwill notify the contracting officer within the 30-day period
that additionaltimeis necessary.

(4) The wage rate (including fringe benefits where appropriate) determined pursuant to paragraphs 1.b.(2) or1.b.(3) ofthis section, shallbe
paid to all workers performing work in the classification under this contract from the first day on which work is performed in the
classification.

Whenever the minimum wage rate prescribed in the contract for a class of laborers or mechanics includes a fringe benefit which is not expresed

asan hourly rate, the contractor shall either pay the benefit as stated in the wage determination or shall pay another bona fide fringe benefit or

an hourly cash equivalent thereof.

If the contractor does not make payments to a trustee or other third person, the contractor may consider as part of the wages of any laborer or

mechanic the amount of any costs reasonably anticipated in providing bona fide fringe benefits under a plan or program, Provided, That the

Secretary of Labor has found, upon the written request of the contractor, that the applicable standards of the Davis-Bacon Act have been met.

The Secretary of Labor may require the contractor to set aside in a separate account assets for the meeting of obligations un der the plan or

program.

2. Withholding. The contracting agency shall upon its own action or upon written request of an authorized representative of the Department of Labor,
withhold or causeto be withheld from the contractor under this contract, or any other Federal contract with the same prime contractor, orany other
federally-assisted contract subject to Davis-Bacon prevailing wage requirements, which is held by the same prime contractor, so much of the accrued
payments or advances as may be considered necessary to pay laborers and mechanics, including apprentices, trainees, and helpers, employed by the
contractor orany subcontractor the full amount of wages required by the contract. Intheevent of failure to pay any laborer or mechanic, including
any apprentice, trainee, or helper, employed or working on the site of the work, all or part of the wages required by the contract, the contracting
agency may, afterwritten noticeto the contractor, take such action as may be necessary to cause the suspension of any further payment, advance,
or guarantee of funds until such violations have ceased.

3. Payrollsand basic records

a.

Payrolls and basic records relating thereto shall be maintained by the contractor during the course of the work and preserved for a period of
three years thereafter for all laborers and mechanics working at the site of the work. Such records shall contain the name, address, and social
security number of each such worker, his or her correct classification, hourly rates of wages paid (including rates of contributions or costs
anticipated for bona fide fringe benefits or cash equivalents thereof of the types described in section 1 (b) (2)(B) of the Davis-Bacon Act), daily
and weekly number of hours worked, deductions made and actual wages paid. Whenever the Secretary of Labor has found under
29 CFR 5.5(a)(1)(iv) that thewages of any laborer or mechanicinclude theamount of any costs reasonably anticipated in providing benefits
under a plan or program described in section 1(h)(2)(B) of the Davis-Bacon Act, the contractor shall maintain records which show that the
commitment to provide such benefits is enforceable, that the plan or program is financially responsible, and that the plan or program has been
communicated in writing to the laborers or mechanics affected, and records which show the costs anticipated or the actual cost incurred in
providing such benefits. Contractors employing apprentices or trainees under approved programs shall maintain written evidence of the
registration of apprenticeship programs and certification of trainee programs, the registration of the apprentices and trainees, and the ratios and
wage rates prescribed in the applicable programs.

b. (1) The contractorshall submit weekly foreach week inwhich any contract work is performed a copy of all payrolls to the contracting agency.

The payrolls submitted shall set out accurately and completely all of the information required to be maintained under
29 CFR5.5(8)(3)(i), except that full social security numbers and home addresses shall not be included on weekly transmittals. | nstead the
payrolis shall only need to include an individually identifying number for each employee ( e.g., thelast four digits of theemployee's social
security number). Therequired weekly payroll information may be submitted in any form desired. Optional Form WH-347 is available for
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this purpose from the Wage and Hour Division Web siteat http://mww.dol.gov/esaiwhd/forms/ wh347instr.htm or its successor site. The
prime contractor is responsible for the submission of copies of payrolls by all subcontractors. Contractors and subcontractors shall maintain
the full social security number and current address of each covered worker, and shall provide them upon request to the contracting agency
for transmission to the State DOT, the FHWA or the Wage and Hour Division of the Department of Labor for purposes of an inve stigation
or audit of compliance with prevailing wage requirements. It is not a violation of this section for a prime contractor to require a
subcontractor to provide addresses and social security numbers to the prime contractor for its own records, without weekly submission to
the contracting agency.

(2) Each payroll submitted shall be accompanied by a“Statement of Compliance,” signed by the contractor or subcontractor or his or her agent
who pays or supervises the payment of the persons employed under the contract and shall certify the following:

(i) That the payroll for the payroll period contains the information required to be provided under §5.5 (a)(3)(ii) of Regulations,
29 CFR part 5, the appropriate information is being maintained under 85.5 (a)(3)(i) of Regulations, 29 CFR part 5, and that sich
information is correct and complete;

(ii) Thateachlaborerormechanic (including each helper, apprentice, and trainee) employed on the contract during the payroll pe riod has
been paid the full weekly wages eamed, without rebate, either directly or indirectly, and that no deductions have been made either
directly or indirectly from the full wages eamed, other than permissible deductions as set forth in Regulations, 29 CFR part 3;

(iii) That each laborer or mechanic has been paid not less than the applicable wage rates and fringe benefits or cash equivalents for the
classification of work performed, as specified in the applicable wage determination incorporated into the contract.

(3) The weekly submission of a properly executed certification set forth on the reverse side of Optional Form WH-347 shall satisfy the
requirement for submission ofthe “Statement of Compliance” required by paragraph 3.b.(2) of this section.

(4) The falsification of any of theabove certifications may subject the contractor or subcontractor to civil or criminal prosecution under section
1001 oftitle 18 and section 231 of title 31 of the United States Code.

T he contractor or subcontractor shall make the records required under paragraph 3.a. of this section available for inspection, copying, or

transcription by authorized representatives of the contracting agency, the State DOT, the FHWA, or the Department of Labor, and shall permit

such representatives to interview employees during working hours on the job. If the contractor or subcontractor fails to submit the required

records or tomakethemavailable, the FHWA may, after written notice to the contractor, the contracting agency or the State DOT, take such

actionas may be necessary to cause the suspension ofany further payment, advance, or guarantee of funds. Furthermore, failure to submit the

required records upon request or to make such records available may be grounds for debarment action pursuantto29 CFR5.12.

4. Apprenticesand trainees

a.

Apprentices (programs ofthe USDOL). Apprentices will be permitted to work at less than the predetermined rate for the work they performed
when they areemployed pursuant to and individually registered in a bonafide apprenticeship program registered with the U.S. Department of
Labor, Employment and T raining Administration, Office of Apprenticeship Training, Employer and Labor Services, or with a State
Apprenticeship Agency recognized by the Office, or if a person is employed in his or her first 90 days of probationary employment as an
apprentice in such an apprenticeship program,who is not individually registered in the program, but who has been certified by the Office of
Apprenticeship T raining, Employerand Labor Services ora State Apprenticeship Agency (where appropriate) to be eligible for probationary
employment as an apprentice.

The allowable ratio of apprentices to journeymen on the job site in any craft classification shallnot be greater than the ratio permitted to the
contractor as to the entire work force under the registered program. Any worker listed on a payroll at an apprentice wage rate, who is not
registered or otherwise employed as stated above, shall be paid not less than the applicable wage rate on the wage dete rmination for the
classification of work actually performed. In addition, any apprentice performing work onthe job site in excess of the ratio permitted uncer the
registered program shall be paid not less than the applicable wage rate on the wage determination for the work actually performed Where
acontractor is performing construction on a project in a locality other than that in which its program is registered, the ratios and wage rates
(expressed in percentages of the journeyman's hourly rate) specified in the contractor's or subcontractor's registered program shall be observed

Every apprentice must be paid at not less than the rate specified in the registered program for theapprentice's level of progress, expressed as
a percentage of the journeymen hourly rate specified in the applicable wage determination. Apprentices shall be paid fringe benéefits in
accordance with the provisions of the apprenticeship program. I fthe apprenticeship program does not specify fringe benefits, apprentices must
be paidthe full amount of fringe benefits listed on the wage determination for the applicable classification. Ifthe Administrator determines that
adifferent practice prevails for the applicable apprentice classification, fringes shallbe paid in accordance with that determination.

In the event the Office of Apprenticeship Training, Employer and Labor Services, or a State Apprenticeship Agency recognized by the
Office, withdraws approval of an apprenticeship program, the contractor will no longer be permitted to utilize apprentices at less than the
applicable predetermined rate for the work performed until an acceptable program is approved.

T rainees (programs ofthe USDOL ). Except as providedin 29 CFR 5.16, trainees will not be permitted towork at less t han the predetermined
rate forthework performed unless they are employed pursuant to and individually registered in a program which has received prior approval,
evidenced by formal certification by the U.S. Department of Labor, Employment and Training Administration.

The ratio of trainees to journeymen on the job site shall not be greater than permitted under the plan approved by the Employment and
T raining Administration.

Every trainee must be paid at not less than the rate specified in the approved program for the trainee's level of progress, expressed as
a percentage of the journeyman hourly rate specified in the applicable wage determination. Trainees shall be paid fringe benefits in accordance
with the provisions of the trainee program. If the trainee program does not mention fringe benefits, trainees shall be paid the full amount of
fringe benefits listed on the wage determination unless the Adminigtrator of the Wage and Hour Division determines that there is an
apprenticeship program associated with the corresponding journeyman wage rate on the wage determination which provides for less than full
fringe benefits for apprentices. Any employee listed on the payroll at a trainee rate who is not registered and participating in a training plan
approved by the Employment and T raining Administration shall be paid not less than the applicable wage rate on thewage determination for
the classification of work actually performed. Inaddition, any trainee performing work on the job site in excess of the ratio permitted under the
registered program shall be paid not less than the applicable wage rate onthe wage determination for the work actually performed.

In the event the Employment and T raining Administration withdraws approval of a training program, the contractor will no longer be
permitted to utilize trainees at less than the applicable predetermined rate for the work performed until an acceptable program is approved.
Equal employment opportunity. The utilization of apprentices, trainees and journeymen under this part shall be in conformity withthe equal
employment opportunity requirements of Executive Order 11246, as amended, and 29 CFR part 30.

Apprentices and Trainees (programs of the U.S. DOT). Apprentices and trainees working under apprenticeship and skill training programs
which havebeen certified by the Secretary of Transportation as promoting EEO in connection with Federal-aid highway construction programs

are not subject to the requirements of paragraph 4 of this Section IV. The straight time hourly wage rates for apprentices and trainees under
such programs will be established by the particular programs. The ratio of apprentices and trainees to journeymen shall not be greater than
permitted by the terms of the particular program.

5. Compliance with Copeland Act requirements. T he contractor shall comply with the requirements of 29 CFR part 3, which are incorporated by
referencein this contract.

6. Subcontracts. The contractor or subcontractor shall insert Form FHWA-1273 in any subcontracts and also require the subcontractors to include
Form FHWA-1273in any lower tier subcontracts. The prime contractor shall be responsible for the compliance by any subcontractor or lower tier
subcontractor with all the contract clauses in29 CFR 5.5.

7. Contract termination: debarment. Abreach of the contract clauses in 29 CFR 5.5 may be grounds for termination of the contract, and for debarment
asacontractoranda subcontractor as provided in 29 CFR5.12.

8. Compliance with Davis-Bacon and Related Act requirements. All rulings and interpretations of the Davis-Bacon and Related Acts contained in
29 CFRparts 1, 3, and 5 are herein incorporated by reference inthis contract.

9. Disputes concemning labor standards. Disputes arising out of the labor standards provisions of this contract shall not be subject to the general
disputes clause of this contract. Such disputes shall be resolved in accordance with the procedures of the Department of Labor set forth in
29 CFRparts5, 6,and 7. Disputes within the meaning of this clause include disputes between the contractor (or any ofits subcontractors) and the
contracting agency, the U.S. Department of Labor, ortheemployees or their representatives.

10. Certification of eligibility.

a. By enteringintothis contract, the contractor certifies that neither it (nor he or she) nor any person or firmwho has an interest in the contractor's
firm isa person or firmineligible to be awarded Government contracts by virtue of section 3(a) of the Davis-Bacon Act or29 CFR 5.12(a)(2).

b. No part of this contract shall be subcontracted to any person or firm ineligible for award of a Government contract by virtue of section 3(a) of
the Davis-Bacon Act or 29 CFR 5.12(a)(1).

c. The penalty for making false statements is prescribed inthe U.S. Criminal Code, 18 U.S.C.1001.

V. CONTRACTWORKHOURS AND SAFETY STANDARDS ACT

T he following clauses apply to any Federal-aid construction contract in anamount in excess of $100,000 and subject to the overtime provisions of
the Contract Work Hours and Safety Standards Act. These clauses shall be inserted in addition to the clauses required by 29 CFR 5.5(a) or 29 CFR 4.6.
As used in this paragraph, the terms laborers and mechanics include watchmen and guards.

1. Overtimerequirements. No contractor or subcontractor contracting for any part of the contract work which may require or involve the employment
of laborers or mechanics shall require or permit any such laborer or mechanic in any workweek in which heor she isemployed on such work to
work in excess of forty hours in such workweek unless such laborer or mechanic receives compensation at a rate not less than one and one-half
timesthe basicrate of pay for allhours worked in excess of forty hours in such workweek.

2. Violation; liability for unpaid wages; liquidated damages. Inthe event of any violation of the clause set forth in paragraph (1.) of this section,
the contractorand any subcontractor responsible therefor shall be liable for the unpaid wages. In addition, such contractor and subcontractor shall
be liable to the United States (in the case of work done under contract for the District of Columbia or a territory, to such District or to such territory),
for liquidated damages. Such liquidated damages shall be computed with respect to each individual laborer or mechanic, including watchmen and
guards, employed in violation of the clause set forth in paragraph (1.) of this section, in the sum of $10 for each calendar day on which sich
individual was required or permitted towork in excess of the standard workweek of forty hours without payment of the overtime wages required
by the clause set forth in paragraph (1.) of this section.

3. Withholding for unpaid wages and liquidated damages. The FHWA or the contacting agency shall upon its own action or uponwritten request
of an authorized representative of the Department of Labor withhold or cause to be withheld, from any moneys payable on account of work
performed by the contractor or subcontractor under any such contract or any other Federal contract with the same prime contractor, or any other
federally-assisted contract subject to the Contract Work Hours and Safety Standards Act, which is held by the same prime contractor, such sums as
may be determined to be necessary to satisfy any liabilities of such contractor or subcontractor for unpaid wages and liquidated damages as provided
in the clause set forth in paragraph (2.) of this section.

4. Subcontracts. Thecontractor or subcontractor shall insert in any subcontracts the clauses set forth in paragraph (1.) through (4.) of this section and
also a clause requiring the subcontractors to include these clauses in any lower tier subcontracts. The prime contractor shall be responsible for
compliance by any subcontractor or lower tier subcontractor with the clauses set forth in paragraphs (1.) through (4.) of this section.

V1. SUBLETTING ORASSIGNING THECONTRACT

T his provision is applicable to all Federal-aid construction contracts on the National Highway System.

1. The contractor shall perform with its own organization contract work amounting to not less than 30 percent (or a greater percentage if specified
elsewhere in the contract) of thetotal original contract price, excluding any specialty items designated by the contracting agency. Specialty items
may be performed by subcontract and the amount of any such specialty items performed may be deducted from the total original contract price
before computing the amount of work required to be performed by the contractor's own organization (23 CFR 635.116).

a. The term “perform work with its own organization” refers to workers employed or leased by the prime contractor, and equipment owned or
rented by the prime contractor, with or without operators. Such term does not include employees or equipment of a subcontractor or lower tier
subcontractor, agents of the prime contractor, orany other assignees. The term may include payments for the costs of hiring leased employees
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from an employee leasing firm meeting all relevant Federal and State regulatory requirements. Leased employees may only be in cluded in this

term if the prime contractor meets all of the following conditions:

(1) theprime contractor maintains control over the supervision of the day-to-day activities of the leased employees;

(2) the prime contractor remains responsible for the quality of the work of the leased employees;

(3) theprime contractor retains all power to accept or exclude individual employees fromwork onthe project; and

(4) the prime contractor remains ultimately responsible for the payment of predetermined minimum wages, the submission of payrolls,
statements of compliance and all other Federal regulatory requirements.

b. "Specialty ltems" shall be construed to be limited to work that requires highly specialized knowledge, abilities, or equipment not ordinarily
available in the type of contracting organizations qualified and expected to bid or proposeonthe contract asa whole and in general are to be
limited to minor components of the overall contract.

2. The contract amount upon which the requirements set forth in paragraph (1) of Section VI is computed includes the cost of material and
manufactured products which areto be purchased or produced by the contractor under the contract provisions.

3. The contractor shall furnish (a) a competent superintendent or supervisor who is employed by the firm, has full authority to direct performance of
the work in accordancewith the contract requirements, and is in charge of all construction operations (regardless of who performs the work) and
(b) such other of its own organizational resources (supervision, management, and engineering services) as the contracting officer determines is
necessary toassure the performance of the contract.

4. No portion ofthe contract shallbe sublet, assigned or otherwise disposed of except with the written consent of the contracting officer, or authorized
representative, and such consent when given shallnot be construed to relieve the contractor of any responsibility for the fulfillment of the contract.
Written consent will be given only after the contracting agency has assured that each subcontract is evidenced in writing and that it contains all
pertinent provisions and requirements of the prime contract.

5. The 30%self-performance requirement of paragraph (1) is not applicable to design-build contracts; however, contracting agencies may establish
their own self-performance requirements.

VII.  SAFETY: ACCIDENTPREVENTION
This provision is applicable to all Federal-aid construction contracts and to all related subcontracts.

1. In the performance of this contract the contractor shall comply with all applicable Federal, State, and local laws goveming safety, health, and
sanitation (23 CFR 635). The contractor shall provide all safeguards, safety devices and protective equipment and take any other needed actions as
it determines, oras the contracting officer may determine, to be reasonably necessary to protect the lifeand health of employees on the job and the
safety of the publicand to protect property in connection with the performance of thework covered by the contract.

2. ltisaconditionof thiscontract,and shallbe made a condition of each subcontract, which the contractor enters into pursuant to this contract, that
the contractor and any subcontractor shallnot permit any employee, in performance of the contract, towork in surroundings o r under conditions
which are unsanitary, hazardous or dangerous to his/her health or safety, as determined under construction safety and health standards
(29 CFR 1926) promulgated by the Secretary of Labor, in accordance with Section 107 of the Contract Work Hours and Safety Standards
Act (40U.S.C. 3704).

3. Pursuantto 29 CFR 1926.3, it is a condition of this contract that the Secretary of Labor or authorized representative thereof, shall have right of entry
to any siteof contract performanceto inspect or investigate the matter of compliance with the construction safety and health standards and to carry
out theduties of the Secretary under Section 107 of the Contract Work Hours and Safety Standards Act (40 U.S.C.3704).

VIIl. FALSESTATEMENTS CONCERNINGHIGHWAY PROJECTS

Thisprovisionis applicable to all Federal-aid construction contracts and to all related subcontracts.

In order to assure high quality and durable construction in conformity with approved plans and specifications and a high degree of reliability on
statements and representations made by engineers, contractors, suppliers, and workers on Federal-aid highway projects, it is essential that all persons
concerned with the project perform their functions as carefully, thoroughly, and honestly as possible. Willful falsification, distortion, or
misrepresentation with respect to any facts related to the project is a violation of Federal law. To prevent any misunderstanding regarding the seriousnes
of theseand similar acts, Form FHWA-1022 shall be posted on each Federal-aid highway project (23 CFR 635) in one or more places where it is readily
available toall persons concemed with the project:

18 U.S.C. 1020reads as follows:

"Whoever, being an officer, agent, oremployee of the United States, or ofany Stateor Territory, or whoever, whether a person, association, fim,
or corporation, knowingly makes any false statement, false representation, or false report asto the character, quality, quantity, or cost of the material
used or to be used, or the quantity or quality of thework performed or to be performed, or the cost thereof in connection with the submission of plans,
maps, specifications, contracts, or costs of construction on any highway or related project submitted for approval to the Secretary of Transportation; or

Whoever knowingly makes any false statement, false representation, false report or false claim with respect to the character, quality, quentity, or
cost of any work performed or to be performed, or materials furnished orto be furnished, in connection with the construction ofany highway or related
project approved by the Secretary of Transportation; or

Whoever knowingly makes any false statement or false representation as to material fact in any statement, certificate, or rep ort submitted pursiant
to provisions of the Federal-aid Roads Act approved July 1, 1916, (39 Stat. 355), as amended and supplemented;

Shall be fined under this title or imprisoned not more than 5 years or both."

IX. IMPLEMENTATION OFCLEAN AIRACTAND FEDERALWATER POLLUTIONCONTROLACT

Thisprovisionisapplicable to all Federal-aid construction contracts and to all related subcontracts.
By submission of this bid/proposal or theexecution of this contract, or subcontract, as appropriate, the bidder, proposer, Federal-aid construction
contractor, or subcontractor, as appropriate, will be deemed to have stipulated as follows:

1. Thatany personwho isorwill be utilized in the performance of this contract is not prohibited from receiving an award due toa violation of Section
508 of the Clean Water Act or Section 306 ofthe Clean Air Act.

2. Thatthecontractoragreestoinclude orcause to be included the requirements of paragraph (1) ofthis Section X in every subcontract, and futher
agrees to take such actionas the contracting agency may direct asa means of enforcing such requirements.
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X. CERTIFICATION REGARDING DEBARMENT, SUSPENSION, INELIGIBILITY AND VOLUNTARY EXCLUSION

This provision is applicable to all Federal-aid construction contracts, design-build contracts, subcontracts, lower-tier subcontracts, purchase orcers,
lease agreements, consultant contracts or any other covered transaction requiring FHWA approval or that is estimated to cost $25,000 or more — as
definedin 2 CFR Parts 180and 1200.

Description

The North Carolina Department of Transportation will administer a custom version of the Federal On-the-
Job Training (OJT) Program, commonly referredtoasthe Alternate OJT Program. All contractors (existing
and newcomers) will be automatically placed in the Alternate Program. Standard OJT requirements
typically associated with individual projects will no longer be applied at the project level. Instead, these
requirements will be applicable on an annual basis for each contractor administered by the OJT Program
Manager.

On the Job Training shall meet the requirements of 23 CFR 230.107 (b), 23 USC — Section 140, this
provision and the On-the-Job Training Program Manual.

The Alternate OJT Program will allow a contractor to train employees on Federal, State and privately
funded projects located in North Carolina. However, priority shall be given to training employees on
NCDOT Federal-Aid funded projects.

Minorities and Women

Developing, training and upgrading of minorities and women toward journeyman level status is a primary
objective of this special training provision. Accordingly, the Contractor shall make every effort to enroll
minority and women as trainees to the extent that such persons are available within a reasonable area of
recruitment. This training commitment is not intended, and shall not be used, to discriminate against any
applicant for training, whether a member of a minority group or not.

Assigning Training Goals

The Department, through the OJT Program Manager, will assign training goals for a calendar year based
on the contractors' past three years’ activity and the contractors' anticipated upcoming year’s activity with
the Department. At the beginning of each year, all contractors eligible will be contacted by the Department
to determine the number of trainees that will be assigned for the upcoming calendar year. At that time the
Contractor shall enter into an agreement with the Department to provide a self-imposed on-the-job training
program for the calendar year. This agreement will include a specific number of annual training goals
agreed to by both parties. The number of training assignments may range from 1 to 15 per contractor per
calendar year. The Contractor shall sign an agreement to fulfill their annual goal for the year.\
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Training Classifications

The Contractor shall provide on-the-job training aimed at developing full journeyman level workers in the
construction craft/operator positions. Preference shallbe given to providing training in the following skilled
work classifications:

Equipment Operators Office Engineers

Truck Drivers Estimators

Carpenters Iron / Reinforcing Steel Workers
Concrete Finishers Mechanics

Pipe Layers Welders

The Department has established common training classifications and their respective training requirements
that may be used by the contractors. However, the classifications established are not all-inclusive. Where
the training is oriented toward construction applications, training will be allowed in lower-level
management positions such as office engineers and estimators. Contractors shall submit new classifications
for specific job functions that their employees are performing. The Departmentwill review and recommend
for acceptance to FHWA the new classifications proposed by contractors, if applicable. New classifications
shall meet the following requirements:

Proposed training classifications are reasonable and realistic based on the job skill classification
needs, and

The number of training hours specified in the training classification is consistent with common
practices and provides enough time for the trainee to obtain journeyman level status.

The Contractor may allow trainees to be trained by a subcontractor provided that the Contractor retains
primary responsibility for meeting the training and this provision is made applicable to the subcontract.
However, only the Contractor will receive credit towards the annual goal for the trainee.

Where feasible, 25 percent of apprentices or trainees in each occupation shall be in their first year of
apprenticeship or training. The number of trainees shall be distributed among the work classifications on
the basis of the contractor’s needs and the availability of journeymen in the various classifications within a
reasonable area of recruitment.

No employee shall be employed as atrainee in any classification in which they have successfully completed
a training course leading to journeyman level status or in which they have been employed as a journeyman.

Records and Reports

The Contractor shall maintain enrollment, monthly and completion reports documenting company
compliance under these contractdocuments. These documents and any other information as requested shall
be submitted to the OJT Program Manager.

Upon completion and graduation of the program, the Contractor shall provide each trainee with
a certification Certificate showing the type and length of training satisfactorily completed.

Trainee Interviews

All trainees enrolled in the program will receive an initial and Trainee/Post graduate interview conducted
by the OJT program staff.
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Trainee Wages

Contractors shall compensate trainees on a graduating pay scale based upon a percentage of the prevailing
minimum  journeyman wages (Davis-Bacon Act). Minimum pay shall be as follows:

60 percent of the journeyman wage for the first half of the training period
75 percent of the journeyman wage for the third quarter of the training period
90 percent of the journeyman wage for the last quarter of the training period

In no instance shall a trainee be paid less than the local minimum wage. The Contractor shall adhere to the
minimum hourly wage rate that will satisfy both the NC Department of Labor (NCDOL) and the
Department.

Achieving or Failing to Meet Training Goals

The Contractor will be credited for each trainee employed by him on the contract work who is currently
enrolled or becomes enrolled in an approved program and who receives training for at least 50 percent of
the specific program requirement. Trainees will be allowed to be transferred between projects if required

by the Contractor’s scheduled workload to meet training goals.

If a contractor fails to attain their training assignments for the calendar year, they may be taken off the
NCDOT’s Bidders List.

Measure ment and Payment

No compensation will be made for providing required training in accordance with these contract documents.

Classifications listed under the "SU" identifier indicate that no one rate prevailed for this
classification in the survey and the published rate is derived by computing a weighted average rate
based on all the rates reported in the survey for that classification. As this weighted average rate
includes all rates reported in the survey, it may include both union and non-union rates. Example:
SULA2012-007 5/13/2014. SU indicates the rates are survey rates based on a weighted average
calculation of rates and are not majority rates. LA indicates the State of Louisiana.

Survey wage rates are not updated and remain in effect until a new survey is conducted.
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Union Average Rate ldentifiers

Classification(s) listed under the UAVG identifier indicate that no single majority rate prevailed
for those classifications; however, 100% of the data reported for the classifications was union data.
EXAMPLE: UAVG-OH-0010 08/29/2014. UAVG indicates that the rate is a weighted union
average rate. OH indicates the state. The next number, 0010 in the example, is an internal number
used in producing the wage determination. 08/29/2014 indicates the survey completion date for
the classifications and rates under that identifier.

A UAVG rate will be updated once a year, usually in January of each year, to reflect a weighted
average of the current negotiated/CBA rate of the union locals from which the rate is based.

Use a moving operation only if the minimum speed maintained at all times is 3 mph
with no stops that narrow or close a lane of travel. If the moving operation is progressing slower
than 3 mph at any time, install a lane closure. Maintain the existing traffic pattern at all times,
except inthe immediate work zone where lane closures are allowed as determined by the Engineer.

Refer to attached details and Standard Drawing No. 1101.02, 1101.03,1101.04, 1101.05, 1101.11,
1110.01,1110.02,1115.01,1130.01,1135.01, 1145.01, 1150.01, 1165.01, and 1180.01 of the 2018
Roadway Standard Drawings when closing a lane of travel in a stationary work zone such as
pavement patching resurfacing, or pavement marking removal. Properly ballasted cones and
skinny drums may be used instead of drums. However, drums are required for the upstream taper
portion of lane closures in all applications. The stationary work zone shall be a maximum of 1
mile in length at any given time on 2 Lane, 2 Way facilities unless otherwise approved by the
Engineer. A pilot vehicle operation may be used in conjunction with flaggers and the appropriate
pilot vehicle warning signing as directed by the Engineer. During periods of construction
inactivity, return the traffic pattern to the existing alignment and remove or cover any work zone
signs. When covering work zone signs, use an opaque material that prevents reading of the sign
at night by a driver using high beam headlights. Use material, which does not damage the sign
sheeting. Replace any obliterated markings as required by other sections of the 2018 Standard
Specifications and the Engineer.

When personnel and/or equipment are working on the shoulder adjacent to and within 5 feet of an
open travel lane, close the nearest open travel lane using Standard Drawing No. 1101.02 of the
2018 Roadway Standard Drawings. When personnel and/or equipment are working within a lane
of travel of an undivided facility, close the lane according to the traffic control plans, 2018
Roadway Standard Drawings or as directed by the Engineer. Conduct the work so that all
personnel and/or equipment remain within the closed travel lane. Do not work simultaneously, on
both sides of an open travel way, within the same location, on a two-lane, two-way road. Perform
work only when weather and visibility conditions allow safe operations as directed by the
Engineer.

When utilizing a slow-moving operation for such items as pavement marking and marker
placement, the operation shall consist of the vehicles and devices as shown on Roadway Standard
Drawing No. 1101.02, sheet 11 or 12 of the 2018 Roadway Standard Drawings. Traffic cones
may be used when necessary to provide additional protection of wet pavement markings. Ballast
all traffic cones so they will not be blown over by traffic.
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PAVING OPERATIONS:

1) Paving Lift Requirements and Time Limitations:

For paving lifts of 2.0 inches or less, bring all newly resurfaced lanes to the same station and
elevation within 72 hours. If not brought up to the same station and elevation within 72 hours, the
Contractor shall place portable “UNEVEN PAVEMENT” signs in advance of the uneven
pavement and spaced every 1/2 mile along the section of uneven pavement. Once mitigated, all
portable “UNEVEN PAVEMENT” signs shall be removed. No additional compensation will be
made for these signs or any other type of portable warning signs as these are included in the
“Temporary Traffic Control” contract pay item.

For paving lifts greater than 2 inches, bring all newly resurfaced lanes to the same station and
elevation Dby the end of each work day unless the Contractor utilizes the notched wedge paving
methods as described below.

Failure to comply with the following requirements will result in a suspension of all other
operations until all lanes of traffic are brought to the same station and elevation:

1. During paving operations, any paving lift greater than 2 inches for asphalt surface course
mixes shall be mitigated by having an approved wedge apparatus on the paver that shapes
the edge 1 inch vertically and the remaining at a maximum slope steepness of 2:1. For
intermediate and base course mixes, use an approved wedge device that shapes the
edge with a maximum slope steepness of 2:1. The maximum paving lift allowed to use
this method is 3 inches.

2. At the end of the work day, the Contractor shall place portable “UNEVEN PAVEMENT”
signs in advance of the uneven pavement and spaced every 1/2 mile along the section of
uneven pavement. Once mitigated, all portable “UNEVEN PAVEMENT” signs shall be
removed. No additional compensation will be made for these signs or any other type of
portable warning signs as these are included in the “Temporary Traffic Control” contract
pay item.

3. In the next day’s paving operation and not to exceed 72 hours, the Contractor shall bring
up the adjacent lane to the same station and elevation before any further paving takes place
on the project.

2) Asphalt Surface Treatments (AST)

For AST Operations, there’s no drop-off condition to be signed. Stationary “LOOSE GRAVEL”
and “UNMARKED PAVEMENT” signs shall replace “LOW/SOFT SHOULDER” signs. For
placement and spacing of these signs, see the Signing Detail Sheet. All other advance warning
signs are to be portable mounted. These signs are included as part of the temporary traffic control
(Lump Sum) item.
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3) Fine Milling/Microsurfacing (Depths less than 1”)

For fine milling operations less than 17, paving is not required in the same work period. The paving
of the fine milled area is to be conducted within the next work period and not to exceed 72 hours. No
advance warning signs are necessary for these conditions unless the paving operations exceed 72
hours. If this occurs, install portable “UNMARKED PAVEMENT” signs. These signs are incidental
to the other items of work included in the temporary traffic control (Lump Sum) item.

4) Shoulder Drop-Off Requirements

Whenever paving operations create an edge of pavement drop-off greater than 2 inches, within 72
hours, the Contractor shall backfill at a 6:1 slope from the edge and finished elevation of the
pavement that has an edge of pavement drop-off as follows:

(A)  Drop-off that exceeds 2 inches on roadways with posted speed limits of 45 mph or greater.
(B)  Drop-off that exceeds 3 inches on roadways with posted speed limits less than 45 mph.

Backfill the edge of pavement drop-off with suitable compacted material, as approved by the
Engineer. The material, equipment and labor associated with this operation will be at no expense
to the Department. This work is not considered part of shoulder reconstruction.

PROJECT REQUIREMENTS:

Failure to comply with the following requirements will resultin a suspension of all other
operations:

1. Before working on ANY MAP, the Contractor shall submit a written construction sequence
for traffic control and construction lighting for ALL MAPS to the Engineer at the first pre-
construction meeting and the sequence must be approved before closing a lane of traffic.
The Contractor and Engineer will coordinate with the Traffic Management Unit at 919-
814-5000 or Traffic Services for additional traffic control guidance, as necessary.

2. Obtain written approval of the Engineer before working in more than one location or setting
up additional lane closures. The maximum length of any one lane closure is 1 mile unless
otherwise directed by the Engineer.

3. If Lane Closure Restrictions apply, see Special Provision, “Intermediate Contract Times
and Liquidated Damages”.

4. Contractor shall mill and pave lanes in an order such that water shall not accumulate.

5. Traffic Control for the milling and/or paving of ramps is to be done according to Standard
Drawing Number 1101.02, Sheets 9 & 10 unless otherwise approved to be closed by the
Engineer. If approved, Contractor will provide plans and devices for the detour at no
additional cost to the department.
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6. If milled areas are not paved back within 72 hours, the Contractor is to furnish and install
portable signs to warn drivers of the conditions. These are to include, but not limited to
“Rough Road” (W8-8), “Uneven Lanes” (W8-11), and “Grooved Pavement” (W8-15) w/
Motorcycle Plague mounted below. These are to be dual indicated on Multi-Lane
Roadways with speed limits 45 mph and greater where lateral clearance can be obtained
within the median areas. These portable signs are incidental to the other items of work
included in the temporary traffic control (Lump Sum) pay item.

WORK ZONE SIGNING:

Description

Install advance/general warning work zone signs according to the Detail Drawing provided in these
plans prior to beginning of work. Install and maintain signing in accordance with the attached
drawings and Divisions 11 and 12 of the 2018 Standard Specifications.

(A) Installation

All stationary Advance/General warning work zone signs require notification to existing Utility
owners per Article 105-8 of the 2018 Standard Specifications and Special Provision SP1 G115
within 3 to 12 full working days prior to installation.

Install Advance/General warning work zone signs before beginning work on a particular map. If
signs are installed more than 7 calendar days prior to the beginning of work on a particular map,
cover the signs until the work begins. Install each work zone Advance/General warning sign
separately and not on the same post or stand with any other sign except where an advisory speed
plate or directional arrow is used.

All stationary signing is to be installed as shown on the detail drawing(s) unless otherwise directed
by the Engineer. The signs as shown on the detail drawing(s) are all that are required for a
contractor to begin a resurfacing contract. Any additional signs requested by the Engineer shall be
installed within 7 business days of the start of contract work. All sign locations are to be verified
by the Engineer prior to installation. Once the signs have been installed and accepted, any sign
relocations requested by the Department will be compensated in accordance with Article 104-7.
Any additional signs other than the ones shown in the drawing will be compensated in accordance
with Article 104-7.

No stationary -Y- Line advance warning signage is required unless there’s more than 1,000 feet of
resurfacing along the —Y- line. Whenever work proceeds through an intersection, portable signs
shall be used for traffic control. There will be no direct compensation for any portable signing.

If there is a period of construction inactivity longer than 14 calendar days, remove or cover
advance/general warning work zone signs. Uncover advance/general warning work zone signs no
more than 7 calendar days before work resumes. All other operations may be suspended upon
failure to comply with the above requirements. Such suspended operations would not be resumed
until the above requirements are fulfilled.
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(B) Sign Removal

Once Maps on the Project are substantially complete, it’s acceptable practice to remove the
Stationary Work Zone Signs in lieu of waiting until all of the Maps are completed on the Project.
A Map is substantially complete when the resurfacing operations are finished and the shoulders
are brought up to the same elevation as the proposed pavement and when pavement markings
(paint) are installed along the centerline and edge lines. The final pavement markings (ex.
Thermoplastic/Polyurea) or pavement markers (Raised/Snowplowable) don’t have to be installed
for Maps to be considered substantially complete. Final pavement marking/markers are installed
with portable signing according to Roadway Standard Drawing 1101.02, sheet 11 or 12. Any
remaining punch list items requiring traffic control are compensated in the contract pay item for
Temporary Traffic Control.

Stationary Work Zone Sign removal is a condition of final project acceptance.
(C) Lane Closure Work Zone Signs

Install any required lane closure signing needed during the life of the project in accordance with
the Standard Drawing No. 1101.02, 1101.11 and 1110.02 of the 2018 Roadway Standard
Drawings. Any required portable signs for lane closures are compensated in the contract pay item
for Temporary Traffic Control.

MEASUREMENT AND PAYMENT:

Temporary traffic control work, including, but not limited to installation and removal of portable
signs, cones, drums, skinny drums, flaggers, AFAD’s, changeable message boards, truck mounted
attenuators, flashing arrow boards, and pilot vehicles will be paid at the contract lump sum price
for Temporary Traffic Control. The Temporary Traffic Control pay item does not include work
zone advance or general warning signs. Partial payments for Temporary Traffic Control will be
made as follows: The cumulative total of the lump sum price for temporary traffic control will be
equal to the percent complete (project) as calculated for each partial pay estimate. Additional
flashing arrow boards and message boards beyond those shown in the contract, detail drawings or
Roadway Standard Drawings required by the Engineer will be paid as extra work in accordance
with Article 104-7 of the Standard Specifications.

The work of satisfactorily installing and removing work zone advance and/or general warning
signs, including, but not limited to, furnishing, locating, installing, covering, uncovering and
removing stationary signs will be measured for each required sign and paid at the contract price
for Work Zone Advance/General Warning Signing (SF). Payment for Work Zone Advance/General
Warning Signing will be limited to a maximum of 90% of the total installed quantity. The
remaining 10% will be paid once all signs have been removed.

The Lump Sum price for Temporary Traffic Control will include the work of 4 flaggers per
operation per map being utilized at the same time on any day. If a pilot vehicle is used for an
operation, the Lump Sum Price for Temporary Traffic Control will include the work of five (5)
flaggers. The operator of a pilot vehicle will be considered one of the five flaggers.
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Any additional flagging beyond the “included”” amount covered in the Temporary Traffic Control

pay item will be considered supplemental flagging and compensated at a rate of $20.00 per hour
for each additional flagger as approved by the Engineer.
